White House Considers Short-Term Assistance 


Washington — The White House Thursday of- 


ficially softened its position on financial aid to New 
York City and indicated it was considering short- 
term assistance to ease the city's cash-flow 
problems once Gov. Hugh L. Carey's fiscal plan 
was implemented. 


Ron Nessen, the presidential press secretary 


indicated that such aid would now be considered 
because the White House regarded Carey's fsical 
plan a de facto default. He recalled that President 
Ford had said he would "veto any legislation that 
has as its purpose a federal bailout of New York 
City to prevent default." 


Congressional supporters of financial aid to the 


city noted, however, that the governor's proposed 
moratorium on the payment of city notes did not 
constitute a legal default, much less the bankruptcy 
upon which Ford had conditioned federal aid to 
assure essential services. 


They nonetheless welcomed the presidential 


shift even though it was based on what they con- 
sidered a political tactic to enable Ford to take ac- 
tion without appearing to change his mind. 


For the first time in two months, Nessen 


declined to say Ford's opposition to aid for New 
York had not changed.

Nessen said pending legislation to provide 
federal loan guarantees to prevent New York City 
default “ now becomes somewhat irrelevant 
because none of it applies.” 
The bill’s sponsors disagreed. 
Sen. William Proxmire, D-Wis, chairman of 
the Senate Banking Committee, said, “If the White 
House wants to call it whatever they do, and then 
get on board, great.” 
“ It is my understanding that it is not a 


default,” Proxmire continued. “ It was done in the 
thirties and held constitutional.” 
The senator added, “If the administration 
agrees to provide assistance to New York to pre­ 
vent the disaster of bankruptcy, the President 
deserves great credit for it. What he wanted was 
discipline, getting in line, and that is being 
achieved in no small part through his efforts. ” 
Rep. Henry Reuss, D-Wis., chairman of the 
House Banking Committee, said, “ The White 
House proposal was that New York go into formal 
bankruptcy, and our bill seeks to prevent that.” 
“If the White House wants to change its posi­ 
tion, which I hope and pray they do, they don't 
have to engage in these charades,” Reuss said 
Nessen told newsmen. “Obviously there has 
been finally, at long last, some serious action by 
New York City and New York State to solve their 
own financial problem. 


“The President feels that this action largely is 
the result of his own firm position against a federal 
bailout for New York City,” Nessen added 
The press secretary declined, however, to 
define the term “bailout.” 


Nessen said Carey's plan had not yet arrived at 
the White House 
“I don’t think there's anything to consider at 
the moment, since the plan isn’t here,” he said. 


Nessen declined to rule out short-term aid. 
Asked if it were being considered, he replied, “ I 
don't think we re up to that stage yet.” 


The House Democratic leadership, meanwhile, 
scheduled debate on a New York loan guarantee 
bill for Monday, and a vote on Tuesday, The Senate 
Democratic leadership has scheduled floor action 
for Wednesday or Thursday.

In Beirut, an Arab guerrilla

The general command of the 
guerrilla forces in Beirut and the 
umbrella Palestine Liberation 
Organization in Damascus issued 
statements saying Palestinian 
guerrillas were responsible 
without specifying the PDF. 
Israeli police threw a dragnet 
around Jerusalem and the army 
radio station said 200 .Arabs had 
been detained for questioning. 
The blast came on the first an­ 
niversary of PLO leader Yasir 
.Arafat’s address to the United 
Nations General Assembly and 
three days after the current 
assembly passed three pro- 


Palestinian resolutions, includ­ 
ing one condemning Zionism as 
a form of racism. 
The wounded American 
woman identified herself as Mrs.* 
Lola Nunberg, 53, a tourist from 
Brooklyn, N Y. At least one 
other foreigner, a resident of the 
Netherlands, was ported among 
the wounded. 
The bomb went off in a food 
store specializing m Bulgarian 
delicacies. Police said it ap­ 
parently was hidden in a package 
placed on a porter s dolly. 
An hour before the explosion, 
another bomb was found less 
than a mile away and dismantled 
by a police bomb squad expert. 
“I was just getting on a bus 
when I saw fire and heard a loud 
bang,” said Mrs. Nunberg. “ 1 
fell dowrn.

But delegates defeated another resolution 
which urged repeal of the Lincoln-Omaha-Bellevue 
city sales tax. 
The reorganization measure favors legislation 
requiring every Class I school district to merge 
with a district that provides secondary education 
through grade 12 by July 1, 1980 
Class I districts provide only for kindergarten 
through 6th grade, or K-8. An amendment to move 
the deadhne to 1978 was defeated The final vote on 
the resolution was 55-24. 
Continue Operating 
NSSBA Vice President J. Paul McIntosh of 
Norfolk said the reorganization proposal would not 
close down Class I schools. Rather, they would con­ 
tinue operating, but as part of another district 
Such legislation would provide time for volun­ 
tary reorganization, the resolution said. Further, it 
would end non-resident high school tuition for 
Class I students, accommodate declining 
enrollments, result in fewer non-accredited 
schools, and allow Class 1 residents to be 
represented on school boards in districts where 
their children must be transferred 
Opponents of the resolution were scornful of 
any legislative mandate on how or when to 
reorganize then districts. One delegate cited pop­ 
ular support for testing the concept in the State 
Supreme Court, and predicted no chance of its ap­ 
proval in the Unicameral. 
NPPC Move Loses 
Delegates defeated 37-29 an amendment to 
strengthen the Nebraska Professional Practices 
Commission (NPPC), which enforces teachers’ 
ethics and competence. The proposal would have 
authorized NPPC to issue binding orders subject to 
appeal, instead of only recommending action to the 
State Board of Education.

Opponents declared losing the city sales tax

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Ford For Truck, 
Bus Deregulation 


WASHINGTON (AP) - 


President Ford asked Con- 
gress on Thursday to abolish 
many federal regulations gover- 
ning the trucking industry and 
interstate buses, a move that one 
trucking association said could 
impair service to small towns. 


The primary provisions of 


Ford's plan would give trucking 
and busing firms authority to 
raise or lower prices quickly" and 
ease restrictions that make it 
more difficult for new firms to 
enter business. 


Ford, in a message to 


Congress, said his plan was 
designed to stimulate competi- 
tion, lower pnces and restore 
the 40-year-old regulatory 
system administered by the 
Interstate Commerce Commis- 
sion "to its original purpose of 
serving consumers." 


Current federal regulations 


have "become in practice the 
protector of special industry in- 
terests," he said. 


Trucking and busing firms and 


the Interstate Commerce Com- 
mission are expected to oppose 
the proposals. The American 
Trucking Association described 
Ford's plan as the "ultimate in 
government irresponsibility," 
asserting it would put small 
shippers and small communities 
at a disadvantage. 


"Without adequate regulation, 


there would be no obligation to 
provide necessary service to any 
shippers or to any community," 
the association said. 


Transportation Secretary 


William T. Coleman Jr. disputed 
the trucking association's asser- 
tions, saying the plan would im- 
prove trucking service to small 
towns. 


If adopted, the legislation 


would have a major impact on 
cities and citizens across the na- 
tion. According to the Census 
Bureau, trucks carry 58.4% of all 
manufactured goods. The 
American Trucking Associations 
said 15,100 trucking firms served 
36,000 cities in 1974. 


The pricing provision of 


Ford's bill would permit 
regulated trucking and bus firms 
to raise or lower rates by 7% the 
first year, 12% the second year, 
and 15% in the third year. IB

The ICC also would be 


prohibited from considering the 
adequency of service given by 
existing carriers when con- 
sidering applications by new 
firms to start interstate trucking 
or busing operations. This would 
substantially ease the way for 
new firms to enter business. 


The trucking proposal is the 


third major deregulation legisla- 
tion submitted by the Ford ad- 
ministration. It earlier asked 
Congress to make similar 
changes in rules governing the 
nation's airlines and railroads.

James Preston, managing 


director of the Nebraska Motor 
Carriers Assn., said the effect of 
the Ford proposal to limit 
federal regulation of the 
trucking industry would be 
"destructive to truck transpor- 
tation" in Nebraska. 


The Nebraska organization has 


about 500 members. 


Preston said his association is 


"very much opposed" to 
deregulation. 


Instead of increasing competi- 


tion, Preston forsees in five 
years the possibility of "a dozen 
to 25 major truck lines in the 
United States instead of the 18,- 
000 that exist today." 


In smaller populated states, 


such as Nebraska, he said, "the 
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giant trucking firms would not 
serve towns that produce 
marginal traffic revenues." 
Smaller trucking firms today can 
make a profit from such traffic, 
he said. 


"Who's going to take care of 


the small town merchant who 
needs a shipment of a few auto 
or farm implement parts, or 
some 
pharmaceutical 


supplies?", Preston asked. Most 
Nebraska truck shipments in- 
volve less than full loads, he 
noted, suggesting that such 
shipments would not attract a 
"giant" truck line.

LISBON, Portugal (AP) -

Late Thursday night, a delega- 


tion of workers went to the 
presidential palace in Lisbon 
with demands including an an- 
nual wage increase worth $480 
million a year and the im- 
mediate dismissal of the labor 
minister and his chief deputy. A 
senior Socialist party official 
said meeting the demands would 
ruin the government. 


Military leaders meeting with 


the workers said they couldn't 
negotiate unless Azevedo were 
present. At the premier's 
residence the crowd shouted: 
"No, no. Azevedo stays here." 


The Socialists and the PPD 


leadership moved out of their 
downtown headquarters and 
met at an undisclosed location. 


Jet W@uld Increase Sound, Vibration, Cancer 


WASHINGTON (AP) - The 


Concorde supersonic passenger 
jet will sound twice as loud and 
create five times as much struc- 
tural vibrations in houses under 
its takeoff path than the loudest 
conventional passenger jet, a 
government study concluded 
Thursday. 


The controversial plane also 


will produce slightly more pollu- 
tion at airports than conven- 
tional jets and will have enough 
of an impact on the stratosphere 
to possibly create 200 new cases 
of non-fatal skin cancer each 
year in the United States, the 
report found. 


The conclusions were con- 


tained in the final environmental 
impact statement on the 1,400 
mile per hour jet which is being 
built by the British and French 
governments. 


The statement was drafted 


after Air France and British 


Airways asked the federal 
government for permission to 
use the Concorde on commercial 
flights from London and Paris to 
New York City and Washington' 
starting early next year. 


Transportation 
Secretary 


William T. Coleman Jr. said he 
would use the results of the 
massive study in deciding 
whether to allow the plane to 


land in the United States. 
However, he added that other 
factors, such as diplomatic con- 
siderations and the effect on in- 
ternational trade if the plane 
were barred from the U.S. also 
would be considered. 


Coleman also indicated for the 


first time that the federal 
government, and not the Port 
Authority of New York-New 


Jersey, might make the final 
decision on whether the sleek, 
delta-winged plane might land at 
New York City. 


The federal government will 


have the final word on whether 
the plane can land at 
Washington, since the airport to 
be used is operated by the 
Federal Aviation Administra- 
tion. 


' BEIRUT, Lebanon (AP) - 
Bands of gunmen took over 
Beirut streets Thursday in a 
wave of kidnapings that touched 
off renewed clashes between 
Christian and Moslem militias. 


Army commandos killed two 


armed men in an exchange of 
fire at Beirut International Air- 
port. The gunfire spread panic 
among hundreds of passengers 
awaiting flights out of the jittery 
Lebanese capital. 


The renewed vfolence emptied 


offices and shops. Most Beirut 
residents fled home, fearing the 
10-day-old cease-fire in 
Lebanon's civil war was heading 
for collapse. By late afternoon 
the city was deserted. 


Premier Rashid Karami called 


an emergency meeting of his 
cease-fire commission consisting 
of heads of Moslem and Chris- 
tian private armies, national 
security chiefs and Palestinian 
guerrilla leaders. 


But a police source said there 


was increasing evidence militia 
leaders and guerrilla captains 
were unable to control their own 
gunmen, leaving local cease-fire 
committees powerless to halt 
the abductions. 


More than 17 persons were 


captured by roaming gangs 
before nightfall, police reported, 
adding to the 120 captured over- 
night. The victims often are held 


only a short time but sometimes 
are tortured or killed if their 
captors believe they have links 
with opposing forces. 


David Dodge, a long-time 


American resident of Beirut, 
was picked up by gunmen 
Wednesday evening and robbed 
of his car and about $50 before 
being released unharmed. 


Acquaintances said the kid- 


napers accused Dodge, an oil 
pipeline executive, of helping 
smuggle arms to the right-wing 
Christian Phalange party militia. 


The kidnapers allegedly iden- 


tified themselves as members of 
the Popular Front for the 
Liberation of Palestine, but a 
spokesman for the front denied 
any connection with the inci- 
dent. He said right-wing gunmen 
or "just plain thieves" covered 
their acts by claiming to be 
members of the Palestinian 
resistance.

Asked if she had given Presi- 


dent Ford any advice she 
replied,- "When have I ever 


stopped giving him advice on 
anything." 


She said, "We discussed it," 


when asked about the court 
vacancy and reported "I have 
my candidates" but she declined 
to reveal them. 


Asked if she was pushing for a 


woman she said: "What else?" 


Asked what President Ford's 


reaction was, she said, "He 
smiled." 


Supreme Court officials an- 


nounced that Justice William H. 
Rehnquist will take Douglas' 
duties as circuit justire for the 
ninth circuit in the Far West. 
The alignment may be changed 
when a new justice is named, 
however. 


Douglas told reporters 


Thursday he reluctantly stepped 
down "because the pain is too 
great." He suffered a stroke last 
Dec. 31 arid is partially 
paralyzed. 


Douglas, 77, a vigorous out- 


doorsman before his stroke, also 
said he wished 
to be 


remembered as "someone who 
made the earth a little more 
beautiful." 


Nessen said that Ford has not 


had time to draw up a lengthy 
list of qualifications for the 
successor. 


"It is obviously one of the 


most important decisions that 
any President is called upon to 
make," Nessen said. He added 
that Ford "will do it with great 
deliberation." 


Nessen said that "there is a 


certain urgency to have a full 
court" since Douglas has been 
inable to carry a full burden 
since he was stricken and Ford 
wants to act "as quickly as 
possible." 


The list of possible nominees 


may be weighted with women 
and conservatives. 


Douglas himself volunteered 


no thoughts about a successor 
when reporters asked him about 
it. His only comment was, "1 
have no prejudices against 
women." 


Women who have been men- 


tioned include Circuit Court of 


Appeals Judge Shirley M. 
Hufstedler of Los Angeles; Carla 
A. Hills, secretary of housing 
and urban development; former 
Rep. Martha Griffiths, D-Mich.; 
U.S. District Court Judge 
Cornelia Kennedy of Detroit and 
Michigan State Supreme Court 
Justice Mary Coleman. 


Among the men are Atty. Gen. 


Levi and Sen. Robert P. Griffin. 
R-Mich. 


In replacing Douglas, Ford 


could tip the present liberal 
balance on the court. 


White House counsel Philip 


Buchen said that the President is 
"very eager" to start considering 
a successor and will seek a large 
range of choice in making the 
decision. 


As the early speculation 


mounted, Buchen said ne 
thought the list was "far too 
narrow" and that Ford would be 
making his decision from a 
larger range of suggested names. 
Ford will be expecting the 
leadership of the American Bar 
Association to provide "input in 
whatever way they desire" in 
suggesting possible candidates, 
Buchen said.

ble nominees discussed in 
Washington, according to First 
District Rep. Charles Thone. 
The other is Sen. Robert Griffin, 
R-Mich., a longtime friend of 
Ford who is considered a conser- 
vative. 


San Francisco — A determined urban housewife 


who took a liking to her threatened neighborhood is 
on the verge of victory in a three-year struggle to 
create this city's first residential historic district. 


Neighbors and city officials credit the research, 


petitions and plain persistence of Anne Bloomfield 
for the recent unanimous vote of San Francisco's 
Landmarks Advisory Board on a "resolution of in- 
tent" to designate 25 old Victorian homes in the 
Pacific Heights area as a historic district. 


The designation is now being converted into 


detailed legislation for expected approval by local 
legislators and the mayor in this hilly city that seems 
to have such a fondness for its past. 


Until now, that affection for age and protection 


from demolition have been lavished only on places of 
proven historic prominence or architectural gems of 
famed building designers. 


But Mrs. Bloomfield's beloved Webster Street 


houses, about two miles west of downtown Union 
Square, were the homes of notable 19th-century 
nobodies whose ranks included a Turkish tobac- 


conist, a grain merchant, a hairdresser, a Western 
Union operator and a wholesale liquor dealer. 


Like the older buildings of countless com- 


munities across the country, the weMept, two-story 
structures here are under severe economic pressures 
to give way to modern, lucrative high-rise apartment 
or office developments. In recent years, local critics 
of such tall structures have decried the "Manhat- 
tanization" of San Francisco. But the residents of 
two blocks of Webster Street have drawn the line 
now. 


"It's a very friendly neighborhood," said Mrs. 


Bloomfield, mother of three children, "and some of 
us got to thinking we'd like to keep it that way." 


So, for the last 11 years, led as often as not by 


Mrs. Bloomfield, residents have fought many un- 
heralded skirmishes to keep their neighborhood as it 
is. 


The residents got their area downzoned to 


restrict the number of housing units per lot and thus 
discourage development. They got the sixth floor of a 
planned research center lopped off and the height 
restrictions elsewhere set at 40 feet instead of 160. 


And by themselves they planted trees and shrubs 


in front of their homes where busy pedestrians walk 
in the shade of green branches that graze their heads 
as they scurry about on city errands. However, hi one 
acknowledgment of the realities of urban life, a 
number of people have cemented their flower pots hi 
place. 


From these scraps, residents said, developed a 


real sense of neighborhood. Mrs. Bloomfield came to 
be known as the blocks' organizer and people would 
greet her at the door saying, "What petition is it this 
time?"

Detente Issue Wears Two Faces 


There is a universal feeling of admira- 


tion for Justice William 0. Douglas as he 
retires from the U.S. Supreme Court. It is 
accompanied, for those who shared 
Douglas' views on the rights of men and 
the role of government, by a terrible sense 
of loss. 


Douglas said the pain he has to endure 


interfered with his work so, in good con- 
science, he quit. It must be awful pain, to 
make him leave his work, his causes, and to 
allow an old political enemy — a man who 
once tried to throw him off the bench — to 
name his successor. He could have tried to 
wait out the final months of the Ford ad- 
ministration, hoping for the election of a 
liberal in 1976. He could have ignored his 
work and tried to meet the pain head-on, 
while still a member of the court. But the 
fact that he quit now, when he most 
assuredly didn't want to quit, is a 
testimonial not just to his progressively 
worsening physical condition, but to his 
character and sense of responsibility. 


In a filmed interview rebroadcast upon 


the announcement of his retirement 
Wednesday, Douglas was commenting on 
what makes America great, a nation to ad- 
mire and respect. For Douglas it isn't 
military strength or standard of living, but 
the precious opportunities for individual 
expression guaranteed by the Bill of Rights 
and especially, the First Amendment. Con- 
sistent with that, Douglas saw his role as 


helping to keep government off the back of 
the citizen. What values or goals should 
Americans more highly prize? It is an 
ironic contradiction that many of those 
who profess to be the rugged individualists, 
those who claim to oppose a Big Brother 
society and the restrictions imposed by a 
powerful central government on American 
life, hate Douglas so much. In many ways 
Douglas stands for the things his detractors 
profess to stand for. The distinguishing fac- 
tor, in our opinion, is that Douglas fearless- 
ly and passionately believes in the in- 
dividual's ability to live well with freedom 
while the others, down deep, do not. 


Now the balance tips even farther 


away from the liberal essence of the 
ground-breaking Warren Court. Specula- 
tion centers not on what philosophic mold 
Douglas' successor will spring from, but on 
the stature of President Ford's appoint- 
ment. 


Surely the President will attempt to 


secure the "conservative" hold on the 
Supreme Court under Chief Justice Burger, 
to remake the court in the Nixon-Ford im- 
age. That is only to be expected. But 
hopefully Ford will avoid the Nixon 
tendency now and again to try to pull a fast 
one on the Senate by nominating the 
representatives of mediocrity, judges who 
had little to recommend them but super- 
ficial conservatism. The nation and the 
memory of Justice Douglas' monumental 
service deserve more than that. 


Although many observers predict 


President Ford will pick Housing and Ur- 
ban Development Secretary Carla Hills or 
Sen. Robert Griffin of Michigan or At- 
torney General Edward Levi or some other 
noncontroversial and capable figure to fill 
the Douglas seat, the President's recent 
record in the appointments field is none 
too good. 


Ford's cabinet shuffle was clearly 


political. Secy. Schlesinger's abrasiveness 
notwithstanding, he brought experience 
and brilliance to the defense job — and 
Ford substituted his own version of 
Haldeman. To the highly sensitive CIA 
directorship Ford nominated a former con- 
gressman and GOP national chairman — 
making it seem that the top job in the 
security area is a political plum or a 
training ground for the vice presidency.

Ford's appointment of Ben Blackburn, 


a former Georgia congressman, to head the 
Federal Home Loan Bank Board was 
worse, although it is not such a critical 
post. 


Blackburn's voting record illustrated a 


regrettable insensitivity to the problems of 
the minorities and the poor. And he was 
the fellow who suggested public hangings 
for public housing tenants who did not pay 
their rent. That's pretty strong stuff for a 
man who would administer the national 
fair housing act. Ford clearly did not do his 
homework on that appointment. It was 
rejected by the Senate Banking Com- 
mittee, but not before one member com- 
mented, "Where does he (Ford) dig these 
guys up?"

CALIFORNIA - Maybe it's time for 


all Americans to examine detente more 
closely to understand what it means to us 
and to the Soviet Union. 


A very fine writer and historian, James 


Burnham, recently did this in National 
Review magazine. He pointed out that 
our leaders "think of detente as a 
diplomatic equivalent of a business deal." 
Each side has its own special interests 
but they agree to function within the 
rules of the marketplace — something for 
something. Each will receive some of 
what it wants, but each will in turn give 
something. 


In the case of detente, the plus for both 


sides is believed to be some assurance 
against that horror of horrors — nuclear 
war. With that agreed upon, we hope for 
eventual trade, cultural exchange and, in 
tune, legitimate friendship as we get to 
know each other better.

Then there is the Marxist push in 
Portugal, the Greek-Turkish trouble in 
NATO, the oil squeeze on the West, in- 
creased communist influence in Italy, 
France and Britain. We could add the in- 
crease in Soviet naval strength, the 
terrorist activities we seem unable to halt 
and the Soviet Union's arrogant violations 
of 'the SALT agreements on arms limita- 
tion. They arm and we limit. 


We are blind to reality if we refuse to 


recognize that detente's usefulness to the 
Soviet Union is only a cover for their 
traditional and basic strategy for aggres- 
sion. 


It would appear that our situation is 


worse than just not recognizing facts. 


Not seeing the facts is useful for those 


who can turn a profit from dealing with 
the Soviets, even though such trade in- 
creases our danger. And, according to 
Burnham, free world diplomats can use it 
to cover up their mistakes and hide their 
"lack of a cohesive policy." In other 
words, politicans can hide their lack of 
willingness to be real leaders, their lack 
of courage and their governing by public 
opinion polls. 


Detente is for the Soviet Union a no- 


can-lose proposition. It fits their com- 
munist dialectic. According to this dialec- 
tic, "opposites clash and become ul- 
timately fused into a synthesis on a higher 
plane." 


In Soviet eyes, the primary clash today 


is between imperialist capitalists and 
revolutionary workers; the synthesis is 
the proletarian dictatorship led by the 
communists. 


All communist strategy is conceived 


against that doctrine or background — 
and that most assuredly includes detente.

Ford's Vulnerability 


WASHINGTON - When "The 


Making of the President 1976" is 
written, or some other book like 
it, the days and weeks of early 
November, 1975, will doubtless 
figure 
prominently 
in 


chronicling the fate of Gerald 
Ford. 


These were the days when Mr. 


Ford stumbled over more than 
his syntax; they were days when 
Vice President Nelson 
Rockefeller announced that he 
did not want to be considered for 
renomination (while his aides 
put out the word that the Presi- 
dent was really not very bright); 
they were also the days when at 
least three Republican senators 
— Baker of Tennessee, Mathias 
of Maryland and Percy of Illinois 
— gave some public or private 
indication that they might run hi 
the spring primaries against the 
incumbent President of their 
own party. To assert himself, 
Mr. Ford has been obliged to in- 
dicate that he will run hi all 30 
state GOP presidential 
primaries. 


It is virtually unprecedented 


— at least in recent tones. The 
political revolt that ultimately 
toppled Lyndon Johnson in the 
March, 1968, New Hampshire 
primary bad relatively little 
form or substance in tbe late 
autumn of 1967. HanDy anybody 
took Eugene McCarthy serious- 
ly. Robert Kennedy was stffl 
quiet, biding bis tone. And in 
Hubert Hnmpbrey, Lyndon 
Johnson bad a loyal vice presi- 
dent 


Gerald Ford, by way of con- 


trast, must take stock of a 
frighteningly different situation. 
First, the implications of Vice 
President Rockefeller's decision 
to take up a posture of political 
independence. Washington 
already hums with speculation 
that Rockefeller will jump into 
the late spring primaries if 
Gerald Ford is hrstrievably 
defeated hi the opening contests. 
And in the meantime, the 
Rockefeller Republicans — 
hitherto 
an important 


organizational element of Ford 
intra-party strength from New 
England to the Midwest — are 
clearly free agents once again.

Secondly, Mr. Ford's principal 


party opponent, former Califor- 
nia Gov. Ronald Reagan, is now 
close to Mr. Ford in some polls 
and ahead of him in one or two. 
Democratic National Chairman 
Robert Strauss is already 
describing Reagan as a rougher 
potential opponent in the 
general election because he 
would not have to defend the 
Ford administration's record. 


Lastly, a large element of tbe 


feudal baronage of the Grand 
Old Party — senators, governors 
and other power brokers — are 
openly in revolt or maneuvering 
behind tbe thinnest of political 
veils. Each new senator who 
hints at a primary bid rips 
another seam from tbe robes of 
Mr. Ford's presidential and par- 
ty authority. 


Consider: if this is tbe situa-

tion that prevails three and one 
half months before New 
Hampshire's first-in-the-nation 
primary on Feb. 24, what will 
the circumstances be' in 
February, March or April? If 
Gerald Ford cannot win a fairly 
decisive victory in Florida and 
New Hampshire, the whole pack 
will be upon him. And once the 
aura of presidential office has 
been thus stripped away, it will 
be difficult to restore. After 
Harry Truman and Lyndon 
Johnson were badly injured in 
the New Hampshire Democratic 
primaries of 1952 and 1968, they 
both announced their retire- 
ment. The chance of Gerald 
Ford's similar retirement is 
becoming steadily more possi- 
ble.

Does this mean that Ronald 


Reagan is the probable 
Republican nominee? Perhaps, 
but Reagan, like Eugene 
McCarthy in 1968, may be out 
front too soon. If he unhorses 
President Ford in the early 
primaries, he too wiD have to 
face a pack of new opponents, 
possibly including Vice Presi- 
dent Rockefeller. 


Moreover, after such a bratal, 


fratricidal dash, the Republican 
nomination might not be worth 
very much (barring the realign- 
ment possibility of Reaganite fu- 
sion with Wallace forces). My 
own feeling is that Ronald 
Reagan remains unaware of tbe 
magnitude of either bis under- 
taking or opportunity.

There is a u niv ersal feeling of admira­ 
tion for Ju stice William 0. Dou g las as he 
retires from the U.S. Su p reme Cou rt. It is 
accomp anied, for those who shared 
Dou g las’ v iew's on the rig hts of men and 
the role of g ov ernment, by a terrible sense 
of loss. 
Dou g las said the p ain he has to endu re 
interfered with his work so, in g ood con­ 
science, he qu it.

In a filmed interv iew rebroadcast u p on 
the annou ncement of his retirement 
Wednesday , Dou g las was commenting on 
what makes America g reat, a nation to ad­ 
mire and resp ect. For Dou g las it isn't 
military streng th or standard of liv ing , bu t 
the p reciou s op p ortu nities for indiv idu al 
ex p ression g u aranteed by the Bill of Rig hts 
and esp ecially , the First Amendment. Con­ 
sistent with that, Dou g las saw his role as 


help ing to keep g ov ernment off the back of 
the citizen. What v alu es or g oals shou ld 
Americans more hig hly p rize? It is an 
ironic contradiction that many of those 
who p rofess to be the ru g g ed indiv idu alists, 
those who claim to op p ose a Big Brother 
society and the restrictions imp osed by a 
p owerfu l central g ov ernment on American 
life, hate Dou g las so mu ch. In many way s 
Dou g las stands for the thing s his detractors 
p rofess to stand for. The disting u ishing fac­ 
tor, in ou r op inion, is that Dou g las fearless­ 
ly and p assionately believ es in the in­ 
div idu al's ability to liv e well with freedom 
while the others, down deep , do not. 
Now the balance tip s ev en farther 
away from the liberal essence of the 
g rou nd-breaking Warren Cou rt. Sp ecu la­ 
tion centers not on what p hilosop hic mold 
Dou g las’ su ccessor will sp ring from, bu t on 
the statu re of President Ford’s ap p oint­ 
ment. 
Su rely the President will attemp t to 
secu re the “conserv ativ e” hold on the 
Su p reme Cou rt u nder Chief Ju stice Bu rg er, 
to remake the cou rt in the Nix on-Ford im­ 
ag e. That is only to be ex p ected. Bu t 
hop efu lly Ford will av oid the Nix on 
tendency now and ag ain to try to p u ll a fast 
one on the Senate by nominating the 
rep resentativ es of mediocrity , ju dg es who 
had little to recommend them bu t su p er­ 
ficial conserv atism.

These were the day s when Mr. 
Ford stu mbled ov er more than 
his sy ntax ; they were day s when 
Vice

N e l s o n 
Rockefeller annou nced that he 
did not want to be considered for 
renomination (while his aides 
p u t ou t the word that the Presi­ 
dent was really not v ery brig ht); 
they were also the day s when at 
least three Rep u blican senators 
— Baker of Tennessee, Mathias 
of Mary land and Percy of Illinois 
— g av e some p u blic or p riv ate 
indication that they mig ht ru n in 
the sp ring p rimaries ag ainst the 
incu mbent President of their 
own p arty . To assert himself, 
Mr Ford has been oblig ed to in­ 
dicate that he will ru n in all 30 
s t a t e G O P 
p r e s i de n t i a l 
p rimaries. 


It is v irtua lly unprecedented 
— a t lea st in recent times. The 
po litica l rev o lt tha t ultima tely 
to ppled Ly ndo n Jo hnso n in the 
Ma rch, 1 968 , New Ha mpshire 
prima ry ha d rela tiv ely little 
fo rm o r substa nce in the la te 
a utumn o f 1 967.

District Court, the Cotner 
Investment Corporation, parent 
company of the Villager Motel, 
contends that LES has violated 
an agreement by changing their 
billing policy 


For more than five years LES 


billed the Villager Motel on a 
"totalized" basis, totaling the 
electricity measured by four 
separate meters at the 250 room 
motel and convention complex, 
5200 0 St 


Tnat method gave the motel 


the benefit of being a "primary 
metered ' customer and meant a 
savings, according to the suit 


This March, LES took out the 


totalizer equipment and began 
billing the motel on the in- 
dividual meter readings, accor- 
ding to the suit. 


The change in policy has 


resulted in bills more than $6,000 
higher than they would nave 
been under the "totalized" 
system, the suit contends. 


Monthly increases under the 


new system ranged from less 
than $400 to more than $1,000, 
according to information 
presented in the suit. 


The change in policy was 


made for the "sole purpose of 
avoiding the defendant's con- 
tractual service obligation," and 
"deprives the plaintiff and other 
similarly situated of the benefit 
of their substantial investment 
in electrical equipment," the 
suit contends. 


Judge William Hastings issued 


a temporary injunction ordering 
LES not to disconnect electric 
service until after the issue can 
be resolved in court. 


At the same time the motel 


will be paying the monthly LES 
billings into the Clerk of the 
District Court, according to 
Hasting's order.

But a national poll shows "The

Association of School Ad- 
ministrators (NASA) at their 
joint annual fall conference. 


"I can't report to you that all 


is well with boards of 
education," said Gilliatt, himself 
a 22-year board veteran. He 
cited problems such as teacher 
strikes, collective bargaining and 
changing enrollments. 


And tensions across America 


between school boards and 
superintendents complicate the 
issues, he said. Erasing those 
loggerheads also requires a com- 
mitment from an informed 
public, to reassert local control 
of public education.

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Omaha Contractor Accused Of Tax Evasion 
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Omaha (UPI) - A federal 


grand Jury Thursday returned a 
nine-count indictment against 
the president of one of the 
nation's largest construction 
firms, alleging in part income 
tax violations of more than $500,- 
000. 


The indictment further alleges 


Fred Hawkins of Omaha 
profited from some $430,000 in 
material assets purchased by his 
company but diverted to his own 
use. 


Daniel Wherry, U.S. attorney 


for Nebraska, said the indict- 
ment capped a four-year in- 
vestigation by the Internal 
Revenue Service into the ac- 
tivities of Hawkins, the Hawkins 
Construction Co. of Omaha, 
Hawkins Equipment Co. of 


Omaha, and three farms 
operated by Hawkins in 
Nebraska and Kansas, 


Hawkins, who is also listed as 


treasurer of the firm, owns 10070 
of the company, which has been 
ranked as high as 235th of the 
top 400 builders in the United 
States. The company recently 
completed the multi-million 
dollar Omaha-Douglas County 
Civic Center in downtown 
Omaha. 


Wherry said the time involved 


in the probe was unusual for the 
IRS; and that Hawkins, onesof 
Omaha's most prominent civic 
leaders, was aware of the 
ongoing investigation. 


The grand jury began meeting 


Tuesday and handed-over the in- 
dictment Friday to U.S. District 


Judge Robert V. Denney. 
Wherry said Hawkins was 
expected to appear hi court 
voluntarily, probably a week 
from next Tuesday. 


Hawkins was charged with 


"willfully and knowingly1 
attempting to evade and.defeat 
over $241,000 in income tax due 
and owing by Hawkins Construc- 
tion Co., for the fiscal years 1969, 
70, and 71." The indictment 
also charges that Hawkins 
himself attempted to "defeat 
and evade" more than $261,000 
of personal income taxes for the 
calendar years 1969, 70, and 71. 


The government further 


alleged the evasion resulted 
principally from expenditures 
for irrigation equipment, grain 
bins and other miscellaneous

Newspaper staffers claim that 


the papers were removed from 
at least four locations, but only 
one 
person, 
Dave 


Laubersheimer, director of the 
Kearney State Student Union, 


has admitted to removing the 
papers. 


"Censorship was not my idea. 


I wouldn't have taken them and 
destroyed them. They would 
have been put back Friday," 
said Laubersheimer. "I felt the 
paper was in extremely bad taste 
for Senior Day." 


About 20 minutes after 


removing 
the 
papers, 


Labersheimer said he received a 
call from Dean of Students 
Robert Nye, who told him to 
replace the papers. 


Bonita Eaton, a senior from 


North Platte who serves as the 
managing editor of the paper, 
said the removal of the papers 
was a "surprise to all of the

"It was a betrayal to the 


readers and the advertisers — 
they were cheated," said Miss 
Eaton.

The young man was sitting in jail 


wondering if his boss would fire him for 
missing work again ... sitting, waiting 
for his court arraignment. 


Just the night before, fortified by 


booze, he had burglarized an apartment, 
walking off with an armful of cameras 
and cash. 


But instead of a court date this fellow 


got a visit from a white-haired man who 
offered him a chance to get out of jail, 
to have no criminal record, to work out 
his problems with professional help. 


The specific details in this case are 


fictitious, but the chance to wipe the 
criminal slate clean is true. 


And within the past eight weeks, 50 


county residents, arrested for non- 
violent felonies, have entered this brand 
new program called Pre-Trial Diver- 
sion. 


Responsibility Stressed 


The program — for first-time felony 


offenders — stresses responsibility as it 
provides an alternative to the judicial 
system of arrest, arraignment, trial and 
sentencing. 


And the program is picky. Only peo- 


ple accused of nonviolent crimes like 
drug use, burglary and forgery are eligi- 
ble. That's about 70% of the local felony 
offenses, according to Eric McMasters, 
Pre-Trial Diversion director. 


**r 


But only about one of every four peo- 


ple eligible by crime type meets the rest 
of the program's rules. The person can 
have no previous felony convictions and 
not more than two misdemeanor con- 
victions (excluding intoxication and 
minor traffic violations.) 


Must Change 


In addition, the person must be able 


and willing to work on problems and 
change lifestyle patterns if necessary. 


The patterns and problems which 


may have led to the felony are changed 
through individual counseling, as often 
as twice a week, and through goal con- 
tracts. 


Each of the 15 women and 35 men 


currently in the program have thought 
out and signed these contracts which 
list the goals they promise to work on. 


The goals, each with a timetable for 


completion, range from solving employ- 
ment and personal problems to saving 
pennies in a piggy bank. 


One woman might decide to spend 


more time each day with her children or 
take a night school money management 
course. 


Go To Work 


A man might contract to learn motor- 


cycle repair work by getting involved in 
a vocational training program, while 
another person who holds a job might 
promise to go to work daily. 


Old goals are met and new ones es- 


tablished, counselors counsel, restitu- 
tion is made, responsibility is met. Each 
client continues in the program for at 
least six months, sometimes as long as a 
year. 


Only if the client fails to live up to his 


obligations or withdraws from the 
program are the felony charges ever 
filed. 


Nationally, pre-trial diversion 


programs lose about one out of every 
four clients, McMasters said. 


So far two clients in Lincoln have run 


into problems, have been rearrested on 
felony charges and may be dropped 
from the program, he said. 


The local program, started with a 


federal grant, is much more intensive 
than the traditional probation 
programs. Each Pre-Trial Diversion 
counselor will handle only 30 to 35 
clients at any single time and during the 
first year the program will serve about 
200 clients. 


This voluntary alternative to a 


criminal record uses outside community 
services — vocational, educational, 
counseling. 


In addition, the Pre-Trial Diversion 


staff is already mapping out staff- 
provided services. Group counseling 
sessions to work on problem solving and 
life planning workshops will soon begin, 
according to Betty Smith, counselor 
supervisor.

Most Confusing 


The names used to designate the various sizes 


of ripe olives couldn't be more confusing. 


If you want the biggest olive, you might 


select a can marked Large. But there are seven 
sizes of olives bigger than Large. 


In fact, only two sizes are smaller than Large. 
Here is the way olives are classified, accor- 


ding to the U.S. Department of Agriculture. The 
largest is Special Super Colossal; then come 
Super Colossal, Colossal, Jumbo, Giant, Mam- 
moth, Extra Large, Large, Medium and Small. 


Mammoth is smaller than Giant but larger 


than Extra Large. (It might help to look at the 
pictures on the can to get an idea of the olive 
size.) 


Are you laughing? Not if you are the family 


shopper and you have to sort through this maze. 


"People find this totally baffling," said Ellen 


Haas, consumer co-ordinator of the Community 
Nutrition Institute, a Washington-based con- 
sumer group that specializes in food policy 
questions. 


People Couldn't Tell 


"We did a survey in Maryland ... of several 


hundred people. We asked them to pick the top 
item from among things like apples and potatoes. 
They weren't able to," she said. 


The U.S. No. 1 that you see on items like 


potatoes and apples is what the USDA calls a 
grade standard. It's just like the "prime" or 
"choice" designation on beef. But the confusion 
results because the grades vary from product to 
product. 


For example, on apples, the top grade is U.S. 


Extra Fancy. Second is U.S. Fancy, then comes 
U.S. No. 1. 


The top grade for potatoes is U.S. Extra One. 
But for onions or lemons (and dozens of other 


products), No. 1 is the top grade standard. 


152 Grade Standards 


There are 152 grade standards covering 82 


fresh fruits and vegetables. There are also grade 


standards for dairy products, meat, poultry, eggs, 
tobacco and grain. 


Some shoppers feel the use of different grade 


standards for different products is a deliberate 
attempt to confuse consumers. The Agriculture 
Department, responsible for overseeing the 
application of the grade names, says the confu- 
sion is simply a result of the way the standards 
developed. 


"Grade nomenclature is confusing to con- 


sumers," acknowledged David A. Patton, deputy 
director of the fruits and vegetables division of 
USDA's Agricultural Marketing Service. 


"It's not uniform. But the reason is that the 


standards were developed by and for industry and 
were not really intended to be used by con- 
sumers." 


As the grade names came to be more com- 


monly used in retail trading, they came under 
criticism from Congress and consumer groups. 


As a result, USDA is trying to simplify the 


grade names. 


Revision Slow Going 


The revision will be a slow process. 


Agriculture Department officials say simple 
grade names for commonly used items, like 
tomatoes, apples, potatoes and corn, might be 
done in two or three years. But it could take as 
long as 10 years to implement the change for less 
commonly used fruits and vegetables. 


That is because the change would be effected 


through normal process of revising grade stan- 
dards. Grade standards are normally revised only 
as the need arises — perhaps a dozen a year. 


After the changes are made for fruits and 


vegetables, USDA officials may tackle simplifica- 
tion of other standards. 


(An earlier proposal to revise beef grading 


standards met with stiff resistance from con- 
sumers and has been temporarily shelves.) 


Under the proposed new produce grading 


system, there would be four grade names. 


U.S. Fancy would designate premium quality 


and would apply only to the top grade produced. 


U.S. No. 1 would represent the chief trading 


grade. It would represent good, average quality 
products. It would be followed by U.S. No. 2 and 
U.S. No. 3, the lowest quality practical to pack un- 
der normal conditions. 


Each grade would carry the same meaning, 


whatever the commodity. 


Consumer groups say the proposal is a good 


first step, but many are concerned about the 
length of time it will take to implement. 


Agriculture Department officials note that 


the grading standards are voluntary. But they 
point out that the standards are such an impor- 
tant marketing tool for the food industry that 
there is likely to be incentive to use the new stan- 
dards even though there is no requirement to do 
so.

1. Pass. Opening bids of one in 


a suit normally contain 12 to 21 
high-card points. So, at the 
moment you open the bidding 
with one of a suit your partner 
has no idea whether your 
opening is of the weak, strong or 
intermediate class. 


You generally have the op- 


portunity 
to identify 
the 


strength of your hand at your 
next chance to bid. In the 
present case, that time is now. 
As your opening bid was clearly 


of the minimum class, you can 
best express those values by 
passing one spade. Any other 
call would show extra values 
and would thus misrepresent 
your hand. 


2. Two hearts. Standing by 


itself, this is also a minimum 
hand, but it has risen ap- 
preciably in value because the 
A-Q-x of hearts have much 
more than their face value. 
Such excellent trump support 
for partner's obviously hollow 
suit should not be suppressed 
even though you're leaning on 
only 14 high-card points. Part- 
ner is entitled to - have his 
voluntary bid respected when 
you hold such important fillers 
for his best suit. 


3. Three clubs. This hand is in 


the intermediate class (17 to 19 
points) and can best be iden- 
tified by jumping to three clubs. 
Game is likely in either clubs, 
hearts or notrump. The final 
contract depends on what North 
does next. 


4. Two notrump. This hand is 


also in the intermediate class,

Department of Natural 
Resources, recalling that 
vengeance-minded Australians 
started slaughtering sharks in 
such numbers that the govern- 
ment had to take measures to 
protect the shark population. 


Beaumariage is one of the 


experts scheduled to speak at a 
"Sharks in Perspective" con- 
ference, a meeting spurned by 
members of the tourist- 
conscious Daytona Beach 
Chamber of Commerce, who 
suggested it be held someplace 
else — "like Panama." 


Beaumariage said interest in 


shark hunting is booming and 
many restaurants have started 
featuring shark meat on their 
menus. With more shark 
fishermen out on the seas, we 
said, it could lead to develop- 
ment of a sharkskin tanning in- 
dustry in Florida, a project that 
former Gov. Clauyde Kirk tried 
unsuccessfully to promote 
several years ago. 


While shark meat is generally 


available 
In 
gourmet 


restaurants, Floridians until now 
have been using it mostly to* bait 
crab and lobster traps. 


Beaumariage said shark meat 


spoils easily and needs special 
processing and treatment to give 
it proper flavor. Smoked shark is 
considered a delicacy. 


Japanese and Norwegians 


harvest sharks with floating fish 
factories, Beaumariage said, and 
shark fishing has become a big 
industry in Australia. 


While shark teeth are a 


current style fad, the market for 
shark livers, rich in certain 
vitamins, played out when 
chemists learned to synthesize 
the vitamins.

If you want the biggest olive, you might 
select a can marked Large. But there are seven 
sizes of olives bigger than Large. 


In fact, only two sizes are smaller than Large. 
Here is the way olives are classified, accor­ 
ding to the U.S. Department of Agriculture. The 
largest is Special Super Colossal; then come 
Super Colossal, Colossal, Jumbo, Giant, Mam­ 
moth, Extra Large. Large, Medium and Small. 
Mammoth is smaller than Giant but larger 
than Extra Large. (It might help to look at the 
pictures on the can to get an idea of the olive 
size.) 


Are you laughing0 Not if you are the family 
shopper and you have to sort through this maze. 
“ People find this totally baffling,’’ said Ellen 
Haas, consumer coordinator of the Community 
Nutrition Institute, a Washington-based con­ 
sumer group that specializes in food policy 
questions. 


People Couldn't Tell 
“ We did a survey in Maryland ... of several 
hundred people. We asked them to pick the top 
item from among things like apples and potatoes. 
They weren’t able to,’’ she said. 
The U.S. No. 1 that you see on items like 
potatoes and apples is what the USDA calls a 
grade standard. It’s just Like the “ prime’’ or 
“choice’’ designation on beef But the confusion 
results because the grades vary from product to 
product. 
For example, on apples, the top grade is U.S. 
Extra Fancy. Second is U.S. Fancy, then comes 
U.S. No. 1. 
The top grade for potatoes is U.S. Extra One. 
But for onions or lemons (and dozens of other 
products), No. 1 is the top grade standard. 


152 Grade Standards 
There are 152 grade standards covering 82 
fresh fruits and vegetables. There are also grade 


standards for dairy products, meat, poultry, eggs, 
tobacco and grain. 
Some shoppers feel the use of different grade 
standards for different products is a deliberate 
attempt to confuse consumers. The Agriculture 
Department, responsible for overseeing the 
application of the grade names, says the confu­ 
sion is simply a result of the way the standards 
developed 
“ Grade nomenclature is confusing to con­ 
sumers,” acknowledged David A. Patton, deputy 
director of the fruits and vegetables division of 
USDA’s Agricultural Marketing Service. 
“ It’s not uniform. But the reason is that the 
standards were developed by and for industry and 
were not really intended to be used by con­ 
sumers.” 
As the grade names came to be more com­ 
monly used in retail trading, they came under 
criticism from Congress and consumer groups. 
As a result, USDA is trying to simplify the 
grade names. 
Revision Slow Going 
The revision will be a slow process. 
Agriculture Department officials say simple 
grade names for commonly used items, like 
tomatoes, apples, potatoes and corn, might be 
done in two or three years. But it could take as 
long as 10 years to implement the change for less 
commonly used fruits and vegetables. 
That is because the change would be effected 
through normal process of revising grade stan­ 
dards. Grade standards are normally revised only 
as the need arises — perhaps a dozen a year. 
After the changes are made for fruits and 
vegetables, USDA officials may tackle simplifica­ 
tion of other standards. 


(An earlier proposal to revise beef grading 
standards met with stiff resistance from con­ 
sumers and has been temporarily shelves.) 
Under the proposed new produce grading 
system, there would be four grade names. 
U.S. Fancy would designate premium quality 
and would apply only to the top grade produced. 
U.S. No. 1 would represent the chief trading 
grade. It would represent good, average quality 
products. It would be followed by U.S. No. 2 and 
U.S. No. 3, the lowest quality practical to pack un­ 
der normal conditions. 
Each grade would carry the same meaning, 
whatever the commodity. 
Consumer groups say the proposal is a good 
first step, but many are concerned about the 
length of time it will take to implement. 


Agriculture Department officials note that 
the grading standards are voluntary. But they 
point out that the standards are such an impor­ 
tant marketing tool for the food industry that 
there is likely to be incentive to use the new stan­ 
dards even though there is no requirement to do 
so.

1. Pass. Opening bids of one in 
a suit normally contain 12 to 21 
high-card points. So, at the 
moment you open the bidding 
with one of a suit your partner 
has no idea whether your 
opening is of the weak, strong or 
intermediate class. 


You generally have the op­ 
portunity 
to 
identify 
the 
strength of your hand at your 
next chance to bid. In the 
present case, that time is now. 
As your opening bid was clearly 


of the minimum class, you can 
best express those values by 
passing one spade. Any other 
call would show extra values 
and would thus misrepresent 
your hand. 


2. Two hearts. Standing by 
itself, this is also a minimum 
hand, but it has risen ap­ 
preciably in value because the 
A-Q-x of hearts have much 
more than their face value. 
Such excellent trump support 
for partner’s obviously hollow 
suit should not be suppressed 
even though you’re leaning on 
only 14 high-card points. Part­ 
ner is entitled to have his 
voluntary bid respected when 
you hold such important fillers 
for his best suit. 
3. Three clubs. This hand is in 
the intermediate class (17 to 19 
points) and can best be iden­ 
tified by jumping to three clubs. 
Game is likely in either clubs, 
hearts or notrump. The final 
contract depends on what North 
does next. 


4. Two notrump. This hand is 
also in the intermediate class, 
but the available evidence in­ 
dicates 
that 
notrump 
is 
probably best. The jump to two 
notrump shows 18 or 19 points, 
notrump 
distribution 
and 
stoppers in both adverse suits. 
However, the final contract is 
still an open issue. North may 
be able to raise notrump, or he 
may prefer a suit contract. 
Wherever he leads you follow, 
because your values are flexible 
and can fit any type of hand he 
holds. 
5. Three hearts. Here you 
have the kind of values that lend 
themselves strongly to suit 
play, and you flash 
this 
message to partner at once. The 
jump raise in this sequence is 
forcing to game. You can’t treat 
this conglomeration as just a 14- 
point hand. Your four trumps, 
the singleton diamond and the 
potential four or five club tricks 
all join to put your hand into the 
18-point class.

(UPI) — A fish 
market in Winter Park adver­ 
tises “Get even with Jaws — Eat 
more fish.” 
It’s a sign of the times, says 
the chief of Florida’s Bureau of 
Marine Science, who points out 
that more and more people are 
hunting and eating sharks since 
that great white shark started 
gobbling up swimmers on movie 
screens. 
“It’s a case of a nation eating 
what once ate them,” said Dale 
S. Beaumarriage of the Florida 
Departm ent of N atural 
Resources, recalling that 
vengeance-minded 
Australians 
started slaughtering sharks in 
such numbers that the govern­ 
ment had to take measures to 
protect the shark population. 


Beaumariage is one of the 
experts scheduled to speak at a 
“Sharks in Perspective” con­ 
ference, a meeting spumed by 
members of the tourist­ 
conscious Daytona Beach 
Chamber of Commerce, who 
suggested it be held someplace 
else — “ like Panama.” 


Beaumariage said interest in 
shark hunting is booming and 
many restaurants have started 
featuring shark meat on their 
menus. With more shark 
fishermen out on the seas, we 
said, it could lead to develop­ 
ment of a sharkskin tanning in­ 
dustry in Florida, a project that 
former Gov. Clauyde Kirk tried 
unsuccessfully to promote 
several years ago. 


While shark meat is generally 
available 
In 
gourmet 
restaurants. Floridians until now 
have been using it mostly to’bait 
crab and lobster traps. 


Beaumariage said shark meat 
spoils easily and needs special 
processing and treatment to give 
it proper flavor. Smoked shark is 
considered a delicacy. 
Japanese and Norwegians 
harvest sharks with floating fish 
factories, Beaumariage said, and 
shark fishing has become a big 
industry in Australia. 


While shark teeth are a 
current style fad, the market for 
shark livers, rich in certain 
vitamins, played out when 
chemists learned to synthesize 
the vitamins.

“This will be a tough meet. 
Maybe too tough,” Borgialli 
said. “Were always worried 
about injuries in this kind of 
meet.” 
‘ Right now, we're in good 
shape with only two people out,” 
Borgialli said referring to letter- 
man Mark Borer and freshman 
Kent Lang, who suffered knee 
injuries. 


With seven seniors, the most 
ever for Borgialli, and 11 retur­ 
ning lettermen, the Huskers 
figure to be in the thick of the 
Big Eight race this year. 


“You always have to figure on 
Oklahoma State, winner of the 
past six conference titles, Iowa 
State, 1974’s NCAA champion 
and Oklahoma.” Borgialli said. 
“ But we might crack the top 
three this year.” 


The Huskers will be pinning 
their hopes on Bob Johnson at 
190, heavyweight Bruce Conger, 
Tony Jennings at 142 BUI Hoff­ 
man at 177. All four wrestlers 
placed in the top three in the Big 
8 meet last year. 


“Those guys can compete with 
anybody," Borgialli said. 
Tom Knobloch, at 158, Mark 
Borer at 167 and Ken 
Christensen at 150 are expected 
to fill the NU lineup with the 
strongest Husker team in years, 
according to Borgialli. 
“We also have eight freshmen 
that were state champions last 
year in high school that could 
make the difference for us,” said 
Borgialli, whose team finished 9- 
3 in dual meets last year. 
Steve Hill, from Lincoln 
Southeast was Nebraska's 158-

Considering the proximity of 
all four schools, that ranks as a 
rarity. 
Having no comparisons from 
which to work seems to enhance 
the state cham pionship 
matchups. No team really knows 
what to expect from the other. 


Pius X, seeking a third 
straight state Class B cham­ 
pionship, has been the most 
awesome team while cutting 
down nine straight challengers.

Helmet, Headlight Laws 
Cut Deaths, Study Says 


(c) Newhouse News Service 
Washington — Laws requiring 


motorcyclists to wear helmets 
and turn on headlights in 
daytime are effective in reducing 
the rate of fatal accidents, an in- 
surance industry report says. 


The Insurance Institute for 


Highway Safety, a research 
organization supported by a 
number of insurance companies, 
compared the fatal crash rate in 
eight states with mandatory 
helmet use laws with that in 
seven other states without such 
laws. (In the comparisons, one 
state was used twice.) 


The fatality rate declined from 


more than 10 per 10,000 
registered motorcycles the year 
before the states enacted man- 
datory use laws to about 7 per 
10,000 in each of the two 
following years. 


"In contrast, the average fatal 


involvement rate in the ... 
matched states that enacted no 
helmet laws at the time the com- 
parison state did so remained at 
about 10 per 10,000 registered 
motorcycles throughout the 
period studied," the report says. 


The eight states that adopted 


helmet laws were Arizona, 


Omaha (AP) — Two nursing 


homes operated by the Sisters of 
Mercy say they are losing about 
$24,000 a month combined 
because state-set payments for 
welfare patients meet only 607o 
of the cost of providing care. 


Officials of St. Catherine's 


Continuing Care Center and St. 
Vincent's Home for the Aged are 
seeking a meeting with Gov. J.

"The present levels for 


welfare patients has left both in- 
stitutions in a financial crisis," 
said -James Johnson, ad- 
ministrator of Bergan Mercy 
Hospital, which coordinates ad- 
ministration of the two homes. 


Both homes stopped accepting 


more welfare recipients about 
four weeks ago. More than half 
of combined total of both 
homes' patients are welfare 
recipients — 138 of 216 at St. 
Catherine's and 98 of 235 at St. 
Vincent's. 


Johnson said with present 


welfare rates and anticipated in- 
creased expenses, the two in- 
stitutions together are projected 
to lose more than $285,000 
during the fiscal year ending 
June 30, 1976. Each institution 
has an operating budget this year 
of about $1.5 million. 


He said one major factor is an 


increase in the minimum wage 
for nursing home employes from 
82 to 12.35 effective Jan. 1. 


Another is the cost of updating 
the homes to meet the latest 
state and federal building codes. 


Johnson said St. Vincent's had 


been breaking ever, in the last 
few years, but St. Catherine's 
has been borrowing money from 
the parent Sisters of Mercy, and 
now owes 8360,000 


Asked what will be done if 


welfare payments are not in- 
creased soon, Johnson said, "We 
don't know what we will do if we 
fail to get relief." 


The boards would like to see 


Gov. Exon reconsider his deci- 
sion to delay implementation of 
a federal welfare reimburse- 
ment. 


The new Department of 


Health. Education and Welfare 
regulation will mean that as of 
July 1,1976 nursing homes must 
be reimbursed on the basis of 
daily costs to provide care rather 
than a set fee, Johnson said. 


"The new regulations already 


have been put into effect in 
some states, but Gov. Exon has 
elected for budgetary reasons to 
postpone implementation in 
Nebraska until the federal 
deadline," Johnson said. 


Johnson said the homes would 


like to see the welfare payments 
brought up to the same level 
charged for non-welfare 
patients. The homes charges to 
non-welfare patients are about 
30% higher, he said. 
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Colorado, Idaho, Kansas, Ken- 
tucky, Louisiana, Maryland and 
Minnesota. 


States without laws during the 


period were California, New 
Mexico, Montana, Virginia, 
Mississippi, West Virginia and 
Iowa, used twice in the com- 
parisons. 


Prior to 1967, only three states 


had mandatory use laws. Now, 
all but California and Illinois 
have them. Utah's law applies 
only at speeds above 35 miles per 
hour. 


The report also compared 


fatal crash involvement rates in 
four states thta require motor- 
cyclists to use their headlight 
during the day — to make them 
easier for auto drivers to see — 
with four states not having such 
requirements. 


The report found, "The 


proportion of fatal crashes in- 
volving motorcycles decreased 
from that of the prior year in 
each of the states enacting such 
laws relative to the total such 
fatalities in it and its comparison 
state." 


The report 
cautioned, 


however, that the conclusion 
that daytime headlight use laws 
were responsible for the reduc- 
tion in fatalities "must be 
tempered by consideration of 
the possibility that the states 
changing their... laws were not 
sufficiently comparable to the 
available comparison states." 


The findings were judged 


"sufficiently encouraging to 
justify their consideration" in 
states that do not have headlight 
use laws. 


The four states with man- 


datory use laws were Georgia, 
Illinois, New York and North 
Carolina. States without the laws 
during the period were Florida, 
Iowa, Pennsylvania and 
Virginia.

Sheldon Gallery Receives 
2,200= Year-OW Bracelet 


The Sheldon Art Gallery has 


received an antique gold 
bracelet possibly from the third 
century B.C. and believed to 
have once belonged to Napoleon. 


The bracelet is on display in a 


special case at the gallery. 


The bracelet was given to the 


gallery by an anonymous donor 
who also provided funds for the 
special case in which the 
bracelet is displayed. 


The gold bracelet contains 


three engraved stones. Two are 
garnets, apparently dating from 
the classical, Roman or Greek 
periods. 


The third stone, a ruby, was 


added to the bracelet after the 


original was lost. The ruby 
replacement has been identified 
as the work of Johann Pichler 
(1934-91), one of the leading 
engravers of the period. 


According to Sheldon Art 


Gallery Director Norman Geske, 
the tradition of ownership in- 
dicates that the bracelet was 
acquired by Napoleon during his 
campaign in Egypt and the Near 
East. 


The bracelet was later owned 


by Napoleon's sister, Caroline 
Murat, who was queen of 
Naples. It was kept in the Murat 
family until recent years. 


No monetary value has yet 


been assessed on the gift. 


Vatican City (UPI) — Pope 


Paul VI Thursday emphatically 
rejected Roman Catholic 
reformers' demands that bishops 
help cardinals choose his 
successor and warned against 
electronic eavesdropping during 
the secret ballot. 


"The right to elect the Roman 


pontiff belongs solely to the car-.

Church," Pope Paul said. "Any 
intervention of any other 
ecclesiastical dignitary of lay 
power of whatsoever degree and 
order is absolutely excluded." 


He recommended in a 62-page 


papal decree setting out the 
rules for the election of the next 
pontiff that electronics experts 
be added to the security staff of 
the sealed-off conclave. 


". . . Two technicians who by 


the use, if necessary, of ap- 
propriate modern equipment 
will test for the presence of... 
technical instruments for recor- 
ding, reproduction or transmis- 
sion of voices and images,"' the 
Pope said.

ble enough and want the Parks 
and Recreation Board to do 
something about it. 


The board decided Thursday 


to do just that. 


Joan Stoner, 2424 Garfield, 


said many 
neighborhood 


residents own larger, older 
houses. As a result, she said, 
they would prefer planting large, 
shade trees in front of their lots, 
rather than low, ornamental 
ones. 


She also contended that peo- 


ple living along such streets as 
25th from Sumner to Washington 
have been told by the city they 
can't plant a tree in the strip 
between sidewalk and street 
because the strip is too narrow. 


Other homeowners decided 


they would plant trees at their 
own expense, following the city's 
master plan. But, the residents 
discovered, the trees for their 
block were patented ones and 
not available at local nurseries. 


Wayne Willmeng, city ar- 


borist, explained the reasoning 
for some of the policies. 


For instance, the city requires 


that there be a minimum of six 
feet in the area between the curb 
and sidewalk or no tree will be 
planted. The parks department 
made that policy, Willmeng said, 
on the recommendation of the 
Public Works Department.

Omaha, Neb. (AP) — About 


100 stockholders of financially- 
troubled American Beef 
.Packers, Inc., (ABP) met here 
Thursday for the firm's annual 
meeting, and many of them, 
mostly the smaller share owners, 
went away with a feeling that 
they had been had. 


ABP attorney David Pavel es- 


timated that those intended 
represented about 55% of the 
more than 1.9 million shares of 
common stock in ABP. 


Newsmen were not allowed 


into the session, which was 
presided over by ABP President 
and founder Frank R. West. Of- 
ficials said only proxy holders 
and stockholders of record on or 
before Oct. 3 would be allowed 
to attend the meeting. 


"I don't think the stockholders 


had too much to say," said Mrs. 
George Kearns of Avoca, after 
the meeting, which lasted less 
than three hours. 


During the meeting, a new 


board of directors was elected. 
Its members will take office 
upon confirmation of ABP's 
amended and consolidated plan 
to pay back creditors. 


Stockholders also approved 


negotiations for the sale of 
ABP's Beefland plant in Council 
Bluffs, Iowa, and the ABP plant 
at Fort Morgan, Colo. Pavel said 
negotiations for the sale of the 
two plants were held previously, 
but were later halted. He said 


the negotiations, with two firms 
he did not name, will resume in 
the near future. 


Named to the new, nine- 


member board were West, C. H. 
Foster, Joseph Skram, William 
Chapman, J. R. Ham, Loren 
Lorenzen, Harold Yaffe, Scott B. 
Swanson and Gerald Freidberg. 


The name of a San Francisco 


man, Joseph Russo, was placed 
in nomination for the floor, but 
Russo did not get enough proxies 
to win a spot on the board. 


West was the only member re- 


elected. Chapman is the chair- 
man of the court-appointed 
creditors committee in the 
limited ABP bankruptcy, and 
Swanson is West's son in law. 


After the company's plan of 


arrangement is confirmed, the 
board will meet to elect a presi- 
dent. West has already tendered 
a conditional resignation from 
the top spot, and Skram, of 
Sterling, Colo., the former 
operator of two meat packing 
firms in Iowa, is reportedly in 
line for the presidency of the 
firm. 


While ABP officials said 


things went smoothly, and were 
generally pleased" with the 
meeting, that was not the case 
with many stockholders. Many 
of the stockholders said they felt 
everything occurring during the 
meeting had been mapped out in 
advance. 


Omaha (AP) - Meeting here 


Thursday, the Omaha Public 
Power District (OPPD) Board of. 
Directors approved nearly §2 
million in contracts for work on 
the district's new Nebraska City 
Power Station. 


Omaha (AP) — Omaha recent- 


ly lost a potential S32 million 
plant prospect from Minneapolis 
because of some legal conditions 
that detract from the area as an 
industrial location, Douglas 
County Commissioner Michael 
Albert said. 


Albert said the firm was the 


Archer-Daniels-Midland Corp., a 
grain processing and milling 
firm. 


Albert told of the loss of the 


prospect while urging county 
commissioners to approve three 
proposals to spur industrial 
development. 


One proposal calls for drop- 


- ping the sales tax on production 
equipment, another calls for a 
state income tax incentive for 
new or expanding businesses by 
offering an investment tax 
credit, and the third asks the 
county to investigate the 
possibility of asking the 
Interstate Commerce Commis- 
sion to change an "arbitrary" 
boundary, the Missouri River, 
used in determining freight 
rates. 


The board authorized the pur- 


chase of an auto transformer 
from the McGraw-Edison Pow- 
er Systems Division for $939,- 
842. The big transformer will 
transmit power from the 575,000- 
kilowatt Nebraska City facility, 
which is expected to be com- 
pleted in 1979. 


The board also awarded a 


$638.368 contract to the Fisher 
Controls Co., Marshalltown. 
Iowa, for the manufacture of 
control valves to be used at Ne- 
braska City. 


Envirex, Inc., Waukesha, Wis., 


was awarded a S301.202 contract 
for the installation of six 
traveling water screens and 
associated equipment. The 
large, revolving screens, ac- 
cording to OPPD officials, will 
remove debris from the Mis- 
souri River water used in the 
plant's "once-through" cooling 
system.

held a 784-to-622 edge on losers 
among the 1,857 issues traded on 
the New York Stock Exchange. 


Big Board volume reached 


25.07 million shares, up from 
23.96 million Wednesday and a 
virtual four-month high for the 
second day in a row. 


A n a l y s t s said sentiment 


seemed to be mixed and some- 
times just plain confused over 
the chances for a proposed plan 
for dealing with New York City's 
money problems and its possible 
impact. 


Wall Street also was con- 


fronted with apparently con- 
flicting evidence from the Ford 
administration 
on where it 


stood on the issue of federal help 
for the city. 


Remarks by several Wash- 


ington leaders in recent days had 
been interpreted as signs of a 
softening in opposition in the 
capital to the idea of federal 
assistance. 


And at midday Thursday, 


Ron Nessen, President Ford's 
press secretary, made com- 
ments which were seen as a 
strong hint that the President 
might be willing to consider 
short term federal measures to 
tide the city over while it worked 
to straighten out its finances. 


But later in the afternoon, 


Treasury Secretary William E. 
Simon told a press conference in 
St. Louis the administration 
hadn't changed its position 
against federal aid. 


When that news reached Wall 


Street, some profit taking that 
had appeared at midafternoon 
intensified and push the Dow to 
the negative side just before the 
close. 


Other market indicators also 


showed slight declines. Stand- 
ard & Poor's 500-stock index 
slipped .15 to 91.04, and the 
NYSE's composite of more than 
1,500 common issues eased .02 to 
48.20. 


Stocks of New York City 


banks, which are major credit- 
ors of the city, managed to add 
to their recent gains. Citicorp 
rose % to 30'/2 in active trading; 
J.P. Morgan was up Vz at 54, and 
Chase Manhattan picked up % to 
28',-i. 


Glamor issues typified the 


session's confused pattern. IBM 
was off 3=4 at 221 % and Digital 
Equipment lost 3% to 136, but 
Burroughs rose V.-k to 80% and 
Philip Morris added 1!4 to 54%.

For the first day this week, 


Miss Fromme did not blindfold 
herself before she left tbe jail.
